London, January 7.—There are two in- 
dications this morning that nothing defi- 
nite has developed in the Far East crisis. 
and that nothing likely to develop 
until the end: of the week. The first of 
these indications, according to the Tokio 
correspondent of The Daily Nelegraph, 
is that an urgency oe Janp- 
anese cabinet has been called for to- 
day,

bere of the British cabinet have been no- 
tified to assemble on Saturday. 

The meeting of the Japanese cabinet 
hes almost certainly been called for the 
purpose af considering the reply of Russia 
to the last Japanese ; 
equally certain that the meeting of the 
British-cabinet will be for the purpose 
of discussing the attitude of Great Brit- 
ain in the light cf the Russian reply. This 
question is beginning to be most anx- 
fousiy discussed by the British press. 

Great Britain Will Aid Japan. 

Editorials in this morning's papers are 
almcst unanimous in admitting that even 
if war should be confined to Russia and 
Japan, Great Britain can not possibly 
see Japan crushed and that although not 
called on to interfere by the terms of the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty, that while 
hostilities may be confined to the two na- 
tions, yet in the event of Japan suffering 
a great naval deteat, Great Britain would 
be almvust compelled to go to hor ag- 
sistance.

Washington, January 6.—(Special.)—In 
arranging a epeech laying bare the efforts 
of the republicang to prevent congres- 
sional investigation {nto the postal frauds, 
Senator Clay sounded a Valuable demo- 
cratic campaign keynote today. 

There was under consideration a reso- 
lution looking to congressional invest!- 
gation into the postoffice frauds, which 
Senator Lodge, acting for the republicans, 
contended should be referred to the com- 
mittee on postoffices, and post roads In- 
stead of being adopted by the senate, 
the evident purpose being to block an 
investigation. Senator Clay, as a mem- 
ber of the postoffice committee, has made 
a thorough study of the Bristow and 
other reports bearing wpon the post- 
Office rascalities, and he was primed 
for_th edebatée. He Was specially severe 


upon the republicans fov thelr evident | 


efforts to save former First Assistant 
Fostmaster Genera} Perry Heath, quot- 
ing the Bristow repo and that of Con- 
red and Bonaparte. who show that the 
testimony tends strongly against Heath. 
that he has not been brought to trial 
while a number of subordinates have hee 
indicted, which Senator Clay declare} 
smacked strongly of political favoritiem. 
Speaking to this phase of the case, Sen- 
ator Clay sald: 
“* °c emg hilt iy the proposition that 
S port demonstrates beyond 
question the absolute guilt of the former 
rst assistant postmaster general (Perry 
Heath). Mr. Bristow says himself that 
Heath was the leading guilty party, and 
that the testimony was overwhelming 
ie eae if that bé true he ought 

Senator Clay paid a high tribute to the 
ability of the present first assistant post- 
master general, Mr. Wynne. 

Referring again to Perry Heath he said 
the Bristow report shows that frauds 
originated in his office, and he must 
have been cognizant of that. “Then, why 
Should the subordinates he indicted, while 
the principal escapes?" Senator 
asked.

Clay Severe on Heath. 

The Georgia senator was unusually gse- 
vere in his strictures upon Mr. Heath, 
basing his assertions eniirely upon these 
reports, contending also that iff those 
charges were unwarranted, certainly Mr. 
Heath should court investigation. 

Mr. Clay quoted extracts from the Bria- 
tow report to substantiate his argument, 
referring especially to the purchase of 
cash registers, in which connection Mr. 
Bristow said that the element of fraud 
could not be eliminated. 

“If,”’ he gaid, ‘this 
truth, Perry Heath 
frauds in his office. 

“If,” he continued, “the report {s not 
correct the fact should be known and 
Mr. Heath vindicated. If the charges 
are well founded, Mr. Heath should he 
indicted and punished. As for himself. ho 
did not want to do any injustice to Mr. 
Heath or others, and for this reason he 
desired the investigation.”’ 

Reference alsO was made to the ne 
gotlations with D. S. Richardson con- 
cerning the Montague indicator in which 
Mr. Clay said there were many suspi¢i- 
ous features pointing to Mr. Heath.

JAPAN  OPPUSES RUSSIA 
FOR BENEFIT OF WORLD 
Tokio, January 6.—4 p. m.—A high Jap- 
anese authority today made the follow- 
ing explanation of the status of the Far 
Eastern quéstion: 


“The statement that Russia has made 
concessions to Japan is not exact. On the 
contrary, Russia, in the month of Oc- 
tober, made certain concessions which 
were accepted by Japan.

Resolution Will Be Taken Up by the 
House Today, and It Is Said It 
Will Be Passed by That 
Body.

The feature of the legislative session to- 


day was the practically unanimous adop- | 
tion In the senate of a concurrent reso- | 


lution offered by Mr, Walker of Monroe, 
instructing the United States 
from Mississippi to vote for the ratifica- 
tion of the Panama canal treaty. The 
vote was 3! in favor to | against the res- 
olution. 

The one member who voted in oppos!i- 
tion in explanation of his vote, stated 
that he did rot feel competent to in- 
struct the senators on the subject. 

The resolution follows: 

Appreciating the tremendous Im- 
portance of an isthmian cana] to the 
commerce of the world and especially 
the benefits that will accrue to the 
whoie south Wy the construction of 
such a waterway befween the Atlan- 
tic. and Pacific oceans, which would 
make of Mississippi an open gatewny 
for world wide commerce and traf- 
fic; realizing that conditions have so 
shaped themselves that the country 
must chooose between the Panama 
route and indefinite and probable por- 
manent postponement of the culmina- 
tion of the canal at any point across 
Central America, and waiving all 
questions of right or wrong in the 
recognition of the government of the 
republic of Panama, for which we of 
Mississippi are in no way responst- 
ble, al] of which is now an accom- 
plished fact, presenting a condition 
which must be met by this country; 
therefore, be it on. 

Resolved he tie seate, the flouse 
concurring, thet it Is the sense of the 
legislature that the treaty touching 
the construction of this canal now 
pending between the government and 
the republic of Panama should be 
speedily ratified and thereby make 
certain the only apparently possible 
opportunity presented to this country 
for the construction of an isthmian 
canal. 

2. That Senators Money and Mce- 
Jaurin are hereby urged to use their 
best endeavors to secure the ratifica- 
tion of this treaty. 

The prediction is freely made tonight 
that the resolution will pass the house. 
It has already been reported to the house 
and will be taken up at once. 


LIVES OF THE POSTAL CLERKS. 


Alleged They Are Endangered by De- 
fective Cars. 

Washington, January 6—Representative 
Tawney of Minnesota introduced a reso- 
lution today requiring the postmaster 
Eeneral to furnish the house of repre- 
sentatives detailed information regarding 
all postal cars rented by the government 
from the various railroads of the country. 
The resolution states that during the 
past few years ti:ere have been a great 
many serious railroad accidents. causing 
great bodily injury and loss of life to 
railway postal clerks, aud that the charge 
has becn made by the presse and elsewhere 
that these injuriesand loss of life are due 
in large measue to defective cars. 


SEAMEN FOUND 
FROZEN T0 DECK 


Frightful Sufferings Endured 
by Crew of the Schooner 
Ayr. 


Gloucester, Mass., Janntery 6.—The ex- 
perlences of Captain J. B. Zabean. of the 
British schooner Ayr and his crew of 
four, whe were brought here today by 
the fishing schooner Jennfa RB. Hodgdon, 
after having been rescued from thefr 
wrecked vessel off Cape Cod. were pro- 
nounced by fishermen of this port to be 


among the worst ever heard at Gloucester. 


Captain Hodgdon, of the fishing schoon- 
er, when about 10 miles off Cape Coi 
yesterday forenoon, sighted a rolling hull 
and what he took to be a signal flapping 
from the stump of the mast, ang in spite 
of tremendous seas and fright/ul cold, 
Captain Hodgdon chopped one of his 
the fice and two of hfe 
crew went to the wreck and found the 
five men on board practically frozen to 
the deck and almost at the point of 
death. 
seamen were placed In the dory and taken 
to the fishing schooner, where they were 
partly fevived. 

They had been for 30 hours without 
food or water, and with the thermometer 
far below zero and continually washed 
by tremendous seas. None of the men 
could be moved from the Hodgdeon to- 
day and medical attention was given 
them on board.

MODEL FOR GEORGIA'S BUILDING 
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IBERTY HAT the famous

home of Alexander H. Steph- 
ens, will be the model for the 


Georgia building at the Louisiana Pur- 
chase exposition. 

Some time ago the exposition manage- 
ment wrote to Governor Terrell, asking 


(him to select. some historic Georgia build- 
‘ing as a pattern for the state structure 
on the exposition grounds. 
| rell gave the matter considerable thought. 
| finally deciding that as Mississippi intend- 
, ed modeling her 


(Fovernor Ter- 


building after ‘‘Beau- 
voir,” the home of Jefferson Davis, it 
would be fitting if Georgia's building 
should be a reproduction of ‘‘TAberty 


| Hall.” 


So the governor on vesterday wrote to 
the exposition commissioners that he had 
made such a decision. 

There is no private residence in the 
state better known than ‘‘Léberty Hal!.” 
and no building about which centers more 
fond recollections of the great man who 
made it his home for years and years 
“Liberty Hall’ is at Crawfordville, Ga, 
where its white form may be plainly 
seen through the trees from the win- 
dows of passing trains on the Georgia 
rallroad. 

Mr. Stephens lived there long before 
the war, and it wae from “Liberty Hall’ 
that he went to accept the office of vice 
president of the confederacy, and, in later 
years, the governorship of his state. It 
was his home at the time he dled,,and 
the body of.the loved old man was car- 
ried there from Atlanta and buried, 

At present, the house and grounds are 
owned by the Alexander Memorial So- 
ciety, an organization of patriotic women 
A sechool known as the Stevhens High 


achool has been erected On the grounds 
and some of the teachers use the house 
for a residence, though Mr. Stephens’ 
own room has been kept just as it was 
at the time of his death. 

The house is two stories high and of 
simple design, the color being white, with 
the familiar green blinds. In the life- 
time of Mr. Stephens it was noted for 
the distinguished men who frequented it. 
but all who came there and were made 
welcome were not distinguished, for any 
one, whomsoerver he might be, was given 
rova] entertainment in ‘“‘Liberty Hall.” 

There was one room known as the 
‘tramps’ room,” and every ragged wan- 
derer that set foot in Georgia knew he 
might find lodging and entertainment in 
that recom so long as he desired to stay. 

“One of the tramps who happened to be 
in the house at the time,’ said a man 
who knew Mr. Stephens personally, “‘ac- 
companied his nost as far as Atlanta 
when the latter came up to be inaugu- 
rated as governor.”’ 

“ldberay Hast was exactly what its 
name would indicate, for the guests who 
enjoyed the hospitnlity there dispensed 
were welcome and more than welcome te 
the best and all the best the house con- 
tained. One time an old blind dog stray 
ed into the yard ,and Mr. Stephens saw 
him. From that hour, the helpless beast 
had a home in ‘Liberty Hall.” Men who 
used to visit there in the old days say 
that in winter, when bright fires blazed 
in all the rooms, the old dow might be 
seen asleep on the hearth, and no thor- 
oughbred canine aristocrat ever received 
more defereniial care than this old &ftray 
hound after he crossed the open threshold 
of “Liberty Hall.” 

There is another favt in the history 
of the old house that shows the charac- 
ter of its master, is well worth the tell-

itvelf is large and shaded by ancient, 
Spreading oaks, and rolling away from 
this big yard are several acres of farm- 
ing land. While Mr. Stephens lived, he 
made it known that any church of any 
denomination was at perfect liberty to 
select a site on his property on which 
to build a house of worship. Two or 
three churches accepted this invitation 
and erected buildings om the grounds of 
“Liberty Halli.’’ 

The old house, these churches and the 
schoo] all stand as monuments to the 
memory of cme great-hearted man, but. 
in addition to these, his likeness, carved 
in white marble, has been piaced before

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FLYING MACHINE AGE 
HAS ARRIVED AT LAST 


Wright Brothers Describe the Two Successful Trials 
of Their Craft in North Carolina in the Teeth 
of a Whirling Gale. 


Darton, Ohfo, January 6.—The Wright 
brothers, inventors of the flying machine 
which has attracted such widespread at- 


tention, have prepared the following, 


which they say is the first correct state- 
ment of the two successful trials made 


by them: 

“On the morning of December. I7, be- 
tween 10:30 and noon, four flights were 
made, two by Orville Wright and two 
by Wilbur Wright. The sfarts were all 
made from a point of the level and about 
200 feet west of our camp, which is sit- 
vated a quarter of a mile north of Kill 
Devil Sand Hill, in Dare county, North 
Carolina. The wind at the time of the 
flights had a. velocity of twenty-seven 
miles an hour at 10 o'clock and twenty- 
four miles an hour at noon as recorded 
by the anemometer at the Kitty Hawk 


} 


to bring the machine down to the de- 
sired height, the operator turned the rud- 
der too far and the machine turned 
downward more quickly than had been 
expected. The reverse movement of the 
rudder was a fraction of a second too 
late to prevent the machine from touch- 
ing the ground and thus ending the 
flight. The whole occurrence occupled 
little, if any more than one second of 
time. 
Flying Machine at Last. 

“Only those who are acquainted with 
practical aeronautics can appreciate the 
difficultles in attempting the first trials 
of a fiying machine in a twenty-five-mile 
gale. As winter was already set in, we 
should have postponed our trials to a 


{more favorable. season, but for the fact

course was kept ‘ts near horizontal as 
the wind gusts and thie limited skill of 
the operator would permit. 


‘In Teeth of Gale. 
“Into the teeth of a Decemler gale the 
way forward with 2@ 
an hour over 
twenty-five miles 
an hour through the air, It had previ- 
ously been decided that for reasons of 
safety these first trials should 
be made as close to the ground as pos- 
sible. The height chosen was scarcely 
sufficient for maneuvering in so gusty a 
wind and with no previous acquaintance 
with the conduct of the machine and its 
controlling mechanisms. Consequently 
the first flight was short, The succeeding 
flights rapidty increased in length and 
at the fourth trial a flight of 59 seconds 
was made in which the machine flew 
a little more than half a mile through 
the air and a distance of more than 852 
feet over the ground. The landing was 
due to a slight error of judgment on the 
part of the operator: After passing over

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in Manchuria, made by Russia and recog- 
nizing Russia's special interests in that 
region wished to regulate, once for all, 
al] questions in the Far East, {n the 
interest of future peace and tranquility. 
/To this end Japan made the foliowing 
proposals: 

“i. Russia and Japan should mutuaty 
respect the tnfependence and territorial 
integrity of China ana Korea, 

“2. To recognize reciprocally—Japan, 
the special interests of Russian in, Man- 
churia; Russia the political interests of 
Japan in Korea. 

“3. To engage mutually not to infringe— 
Japan the commercial rights and immu- 
nities acquired by Russia in Korea; Rus- 
sia, the ¢ommercial rights and immuni- 
ties acquired by Japan in Manchuria. 

“In making the third proposition, Japan 
wished not only to protect her own rights 
in China and those of Russia in Korea, 
but to consecrate, by the principle of 
equality of treatment, the commercial 
rents of ali nations in Korea «and 

na. - 

‘Russia declined the Japanese proposi- 
tions and submitted a counter-proposition 
which contained a clause providing for 
the creation of a netral zone, extending 
{rom the China-Korean frontier to Wong 
Tan on the east and to Ping Yang on the 
west. This zone comprised most a 

j Korea. 

The Russian pretension took from 
Japan all the guarantee of the protection 
of her rights in Manchuria and fseques- 
trated a considerable part of Kore, 
where, without contradiction, Japan's in- 
terests preponderate and which every na- 
tion recognizes as being within the legit- 
imate sphere of Japan. 

“The proposal exasperated Japan public 
opinion. Japan could not accept the pro- 

osal for these reasons: 
ork The definitive occupation by Rus- 
sia of Manchuria would be a permanent 
menace to the independence of Korea, 
which Japan must prevent at any cost, 
for Korea is an advance post of Japans 
line of defense and the safety of Korea 
is & condition sine qua non of her own 
security. 

“9. Japan has, as other powers, rights 
and immunities in Manchuria by virtue 
of treaties with China. Those rights and 
immunities cannot be left to the mercy 
of Russia. The refusal of Russia to ex- 
amine the Manchurian question noted on 
her part the intention not to observe the 
rights of all nations in that region. Most 
evident among other proofs of this in- 
tention on the part of Russia were tne 
occupation of Ang-Tung-Tcheng and the 
reoccupation of Moukden. Every one 
knows that by the new treaties concluded 
by the United States and Japan with 
China, one city and two ports were to 
be opened to the commerce of the world. 
Ang-Tung-Tcheng and Moukden were the 
two points cRosen. By the occupation of 
those ports Russia prevented China from 
fulfilling tie obligations of her treaties. 

“In Korea, equally, acts of Russia have 


had, as a result, the closing of the Yalu 
river to foreign commerce. Japan asked 
Korea, simultaneously with the United 
States and Great Britain, to open this 
region to international commerce. Oc- 
cupying Yong-Wang-Pou (Yongampho), 
the only port in north Korea, Russia 
paralyzed the realization of this project. 
Japan then had reason to fear that let- 
ting Russia alone would result. in closing 
the Yellow sea and the interior of Man- 
churia to international commerce. 

“In struggling with all her force against 
the pretensions of Russia in the Far 
Kast, Japan works not only for herself, 
but for all nations. Japan does not ig- 
nore the dangers and risks of an armed 
conflict with Russia, and doeg not em- 
bark upon it with a light heart or as a 
fanfare parade, It will be less a struggle 
between race than a plan for the preser- 
vation of international commerce.” 


UNITED STATES TO KEEP 
HANDS OF IN ORIENT 


Washington, January 6.—Nayal officials 
are somewhat embarrassed as to the best 
disposition to be made of United States 
war ships on the Asiatic station, in view 
of the imminence of war between Rus- 
sia and Japan. The policy of the ad- 
ministration is to observe the strictest 
neutrality and to keep hands off except 
in the single contingency of infringments 
upon American treaty rights. When Ad- 
miral Evans’ fleet was ordered back to 
its station from Honolulu, 4t was ar- 
ranged that the cruiser Squadron should 
stop at Midway Island, where there is 9 
Cable station, to receive any instructions 
the department might desire to send. 
These instructions were simply for ‘‘Ad- 
miral Evans’ fleet to await. instructions 
at Guam.” 

That dispatch was delivered to the 
cruiser squadron which touched at Mid- 
way on the 8d instant, and left the same 
day for Guam, the rendezvous of the en- 
tire squadron fleet. 

It is expected that Admiral Evans will 
reach Guam in a few days and report 
his arrival to the department. Inquiry at 
the navigation bureau develops the fact 
that up to this moment the admiral has 
received no special instructions for his 
guidance in the event of hostilities in the 
Far East. It is now the purpose of the 
departmert to cable the admiral a special 
set of instructions to meet the present 
conditions in the east and these imstruc- 
tions will be delivered at Guam. The 
admiral will be expected to dispose his 
force so as to maintain the appearance 
of strict neutrality, as between the belli- 
gerents. . 

“GALLANT LITTLE JAPS” 
CHEERED BY BRITONS 

London, January..6.—The party of ma- 
rine engineers from the Clyde district 
engaged by the Japanese government to 
proceed immediately to Japan preSuma- 
bly for service on board transports, &ail- 
ed for Japan yesterday. They will be 
embarked at Liverpool on board the 
British steamer Lake Erie, bound for 
St. John, New Brunswick, whence they 
will be transported by frail to the Pa- 
cific coast. Another draft of Scotch en- 
gineers left Glasgow quietly for Japan 
a week ago. The summons they received 
was so urgent that the men left without 
having provided themselves with outfits. 

The detachment of 120 British naval 
pensioners and naval reserve men and 
ten British officers started for Genoa, 
Italy, today to assist the navigation to 
the Far East of the Japanese, warships 
Kasaga and Niasin, formerly the Moreno 
and Rivadavia, of the Argentina navy. 
The railroad station was crowded with 
sympathizers who manifested great en- 
thusiasm. There were repeated cheers

It is said that the administration has 
yet adopted no permanent policy for the 
conduct of affais in San Domingo beyond 
that which it always has pursued, of 
protecting American life and ‘property. 
The statement ig authorized that the 
conduct of Commander Dillingham, while 
following only general instructions is 
entirely endorsed and approved by the 
government and it is beHeved that his 
inetlligent handling of ‘the situation will 
have a large infiuence towards restoration 
of order. It is realized by the Odminis- 
tration that thé dominican problem must 
be taken up ans disposed of in that way 
that will put a stop to what was de- 
scribed by a European ambassador to- 
nigh as “an insufferable nuisance which 
the civilized world looks to the United 
States to clean up.”

Raleigh, N. C., January 6.—(Speciai.)— 
A great stir was caused among the con- 
federate veterans in this state by a 
@peech of Judge George L. Christian, 
et Kichmond, Va., in November, before 
the grand camp of Virginia veterans, 
attacking North Cafrolina’s claims to 
have furnished more troops to the con- 
federacy than any other state and to 


surrendered more men at Appomatox. 
The committee of the North Carolina 
Literary and historical Society has 
nearly completed its reply to Judge 
Christian's allegation. Chief Justice Wal- 
ter Clark, the compiler of the history 
of the North Carolina regiments, being 
chairman of the committee. As to Get- 
tysburg, a map will be introduced, drawn 
by Colonel Kope, United States enginecr 
corps, showing that three men, Captain 
Setterfield, Lieutenant Falls and Sergeant 
Whitley, all of the regimeat of Colonel 
J. K. Connolly, now of Asheville, N. C., 
went 29 yards further toward the fed- 
eral line at Gettysburg than did Colonel 
Armistead of Pickett's diviston in the

Nine Convicts Escape. 

Nine negro convicts made their escape 
from the jail here Monday night, going 
out into the coldest weather of the win- 
ter. ‘There were twenty-one negroes con- 
fined in three steel cells and a steel] cor- 
ridor into which the cell doors opened. 
With 8 saw of some kind, which the 
authorities say they believe was made 
from a steel taken from a shoe, 4 long 
eteel bar which clamped the three cell 
doors was cut. so that two doors could 
be opened, and the inmates got out into 
the corridor. The bar jammed the door 
of the third cell, in which were twelve 
prisoners, so they could not escape. The 
others used a section of the bar to prize 
away a patched portion of the steel wall 
of the corridor and tuence got into the 
main corridor, where they used tne bar 
to get the bricks from under a window 
in the outer wall of the jail, making 
their way into the yard and thence over 
an ordinary board fence to liberty. No 
doubt all were promptly cared for by 
criminal friends in the city. It is thought 
an ex-convict, Daniel Biggs, was the 
leader in the escape. The most impor- 
tant criminal who thus got at: large is 
Joe Battle, 22 vears old, who in October 
was sent here from Edgecomb county in

A dozen or more Topeka physicians 
arrived at the scene On the relief train 
from Topeka as soon as a brakeman could 
run to Willard and notify headquarters 
The physicians went to work retleving 
the injured and made no attempt for the 
time being to remove the crushed and 
disfigured bodies from the debris. 

“After daylight, the work of removing 
the bodies began. Some of them were so 
badly crushed as to be unrecognizable. 
‘Through a hole chopped in one side of the 
car the body of a gray-haired heavy-set 
man and @ woman with long yellow hair 
were visible. 


The Hero of the Wreck. 

“On the passenger train in the sleeper 
was a young physician who walked with 
a crutch as the result of some spinal 
trouble. He was thrown down and slight- 
ly injured, but was the first man to 
emerge from the sleeper, and immediate- 
ly began aiding the injured. 


in the sleeper cleared, and .to “them the 
victims were carried. The physician was 
without instruments or medicines, and 
the only thing he could do was to bind 
up wounds with bandages, which he did 
by tearing up sleeper sheets and pillow 
cases and giving the patienfs whiskey to 
deaden the pain. 

“The young doctor found a fireman wao 
was injured in the leg-—an artery was 
proken—and he took it up with q pen- 
| Knife’ and tied it with a thread, probably 
preventing the fireman from bleeding to 
death." 

Dr. Beil, the hero of the wreck, was in- 
duced finally to give his version of the 
relief work. He said: 

“When the collision came, we were all, 
of course, in our berths. I was thrown 
from mine, and immediately got into my 
clothes to see what was wrong. 

“Tt saw ‘that medica] assistance was the 
first thing needed. There were two young 
women in my car who offered their serv- 
ices, and they worked unhesitatingly with 
the injured. I really did not do much, 
but these other people did wonders. All 
the people in the sleepers were bundled 
out to make room for the injured in the 
wreck. We did mot have much in the 
Way of medical appliances, but tore uo 
sheets for bandages, stopped wounds as 
well as we could, and made the injured as 
comfortable as possible. 

One Inhuman Man. 

“With one exception, the people in the 
sleepers devoted themselves unselfishly to 
the care of the wounded, that exception 
being a man who would not give up his 
berth. I told some men to jerk him out 
They jerked him out, and [ have nat 
seen him since. 

“There was one young man who did 


have known him. 
a woman and a little girl, whom he got 
safely out and then went back and climb. 
ed into the wreck after more of the 
injured, helping to get out a lot of peo- 
ple who were fastened down.”

Poy ren by Councilman 
Amorous Was the Cause, 


Supporters of Commissioner Jones 
Would Not Recognize Proxy and 
Withdrawn from the Meet- 
ing, Leaving Nine Men 
To Take Action. 


A proxy given by Councilman Martin 
F. Amorous to Councilman J. A. Hynds 
several days ago resulted last evening 
in the absolute failure of the caucus that

The proxy was favorable to the candi-

The question as to whether W. O, 
Jones can be defeated for police com- 
missioner is therefore still open. 

The caucus, which had been called by 
Councilmen J. A. Hynds, C. J. Bowen 
and T. H. Goodwin, began shortly after 
5 o'clock in the committee room back 
of the council chamber. It was attended 
by the following gentlemen: 

Aldermen Terry, Longino, Girardeau, 
Woodward and Harwell and Councilmen 
Hynds, Peters, Quillian, Goodwin, Bowen, 
Stephens, Carter, Breitenbucher and Hil- 
burn. 

The following were absent: 

Aldermen Inman and Sims and Coun- 
cilmen Turner, Holland, Bruce, Terrell 
and Amorous. 

The proxy of Councilman Amorous, who 
is Out of the city, was in the hands of 
Councilman Hynds. 

It was 5:15 o'clock before a quorum— 
that is, a majority of the members ot 
council—appeared. The meeting at once 
began. Mayor Pro Tem. Longino was 
elected chairman. A discussion ensued 
as to whether the three newspaper men 
who were outside should be admitted. It 
was decided not to admit them. | 


Proxy Is Presented. 

Councilman Hynds immediately pre- 
sented a resolution binding those present 
to the action of the caucus and authoriz- 
ing the presentation of proxies. The 
only proxy present -was the one of Coun- 
cilman Amorous for Mr. Nunnally. 

A heated debate Occurred over this 
question and nearly every one in the 
room made one or two speeches upon 
the question. The supporters of Com- 
missioner W. O. Jones for reelection were 
against voting the proxy and were 
against being bound by the caucus. They 
took the position that it was not fair 
to bind them to the action of the meet- 
ing because of the absence of seven 
members of the body.

The withdrawal of Councilman Brelt- 
enbucher left nine men and a proxy in 
the meeting. 

Councilman Breitenbucher left the 
meeting because the members disagreed 
with him in his opinion that notice should 
have been given to members that proxies 
would be accepted. 

When only nine men and a proxy were 
Jeft in the room it was evident to every 
one that nothing could be accomplished. 
The members continued to discuss the 
proxy, however, and assured each other 
that they had been perfectly justifiable 
in admitting the proxy. 

Councilman Stephens took the position 
that the election for police commission- 
er is tod far away to warrant a caucus 
at this time.

ANNUAL-REPORT 


Few Records Were Broken 
During the Past 
Year, 


Forecaster Marbury has completed his 
annual report for the year of 1903. The 
highest temperature during the past year 
was 93, recorded on August 27, while the 
lowest was !2, on February 17, and the 
mean for the year 60,1! None of these 
figures are record breakers, the year be- 
ing an average one, ‘ 

This is further shown by the fact that 
only ten days recorded temperatures 
higher than 90, while the weather went 
below freezing on forty days, thirteen of 
these being in Decembér. It is seen from 
these facts that the summer was an un- 
usually cool one. 

The total rainfal] amounted to 48°66, 
which also breaks no record, The months 
of February and March were the wet- 


test, the precipitation in February being . 


9.66, and in March 9.07. October was 
‘the dryest month, the total rainfall be- 
ing only .94. , 

A record was broken wh the wind move- 
ment. The highest wind of the year came 
from the northwest Plowing at the rate 
of 60 miles an hofir and occurred on 
February !6. This breaks all records for 
high wind. The total wind movemeng 
during the year amounted to 106,462, or 
an @verage of 292 biles a day. The low- 
est wind movement occurred on Novem- 
ber 22, the wind blowing at a rate of 
less than a mile an hour. 

The cloudiest month of the year was 
March, during which 23 days were clou- 
dy. The number of clear days during the 
105, cloudy 132, and partly 
cloudy 128. 

On 120 days .O! of an inch or more of 
rain fell. There was hal] on 4 days and 
a heavy fog on !I9 days. Thunder storms 
were recorded on 69 days, On 9 days 
snow fell. 

The weather for today is likely to be 
rainy and the temperature about the 
same as yesterday. The maximum tem- 
perature yesterday wag 42 and the min- 
imum 26.

ELEVEN OF EXITS 
SECURELY LOCKED 


Investigation Shows Against 
Iroquois Managers 


None of the Employees Had Been 
Instructed What To Do in Case 
of Fire—Eleven of the Ex- 
its Were Locked and 
Barred. 


Chicago, January 6.—By their own evi- 
dence, given today before Munroe Fulker- 
son, -attorney for the fire department, 
who is conducting the investigation into 
the Iroquois theater horror, the pro- 
prietors of the theater showed that a 
worse condition of affairs exigted than 
had heretofore been thought possible. 

Will K. Davis, Harry J. Powers and 
Thomas J. Noonan, active managers of 
the Iroguois theater, were examined by 
Mr. Fulkerson today. All of them pleadéd 
ignorance of any precautions taken to 
prevent loss of life by fire at their 
theater. They admitted.failure to in- 
struct employees in fighting fire, and 
failure even to provide suitable appll- 
ances for use against flames. Their 
statements were corroborated by the tes- 
timony of twenty employees of the 
theater,. none of whom had ever been 
told his duty in case of fire, : 

Noonan, who is the working manager 
of the theater under the direction of Da- 
vis and Powers, admitted today that 
eleven of the theater exits were locked 
and bolted. Two of these exits, leading 
to the front of the theater on the ground 
floor, were locked, three additional exits 
on the north side of the ground floor 
were bolte®, fhree exits on the north side 
of the theater On the balcony were bolt- 
ed and ‘three exits on the north side 
of the second balcony’ were bolted. The 
greatest loss of life from the fire was 
in the first and second balconies, where 
hundreds of people were suffocated 
through inability to get out, or were 
trampled to death while trying to do 80. 
Had these three exits In the balcony been 
available, according to Inspector Fulker- 
son, the loss of life must Dave been 
greatly diminished. 

Noonan declared that no person had 
been named by the theater manager to 
superintend the operation of the ventila- 
tors of the theater in case of fire, and 
that in consequence the flameg had been 
permitted to sweep the place instead of 
seeking a natural outlet through the 
Stage roof. It was said by Noonan that 
George M. Dusenberry, the head usher; 
Archibald Bernard, chief electrician, and 
the theater engineer, knew how to oper- 
ate the ventilators. It was proven by the 
evidence of these men, however, that 
two of them never went upon the stage 
and that the other never had been told 
to assume control of the ventilators in 
case of fire, 

From figures obtained by noon today 
it became evident that almost one in 
three of the people who attended the 
matinee lost their lives, the percentage 
being a trifle over 3! per cent. The thea- 
ler seated 1,606 people, and in addition to 
these 236 had been admitted after all 
seats were sold, making a total of 1,842 
people in the theater, of whom 59! were 
killed. 

Manager Noonan declared that the two 
balconies, including seats and people 
standing, held 889 people. The total num- 
ber of fatalities in the fire is to date 
59!, of whom three were killed on the 
first floor. This would make, according 
to Magager Noonan’s'§ statement, 588 
deaths out of 889 people in the two bal- 
coniles., 

Will J. Davis testified that he had gtiv- 
en No orders to place a fire alarm box 
in the theater, that he had given no di- 
rections to place a pump upon the stage, 
beyond the fact that any apparatus the 
firemen wanted should be provided as 
soon as possible. He declared that he 
could not say as to whether the building 
had been finally accepted from the Ful- 
ler Company or not. He admitted that he 
never gave any instructions to anybody 
= to what should be doné in case of 

re. 

Mr. Powers gave evidence substantially 
the same 4s that of Mr. Davis. 

Fifteen other witnesses, who had work- 
ed on the stage, declared that they never 
received any orders from the manaze- 
ment as to what they should do in case 
of fire. 

That the employees in the front of the 
house were thrown ito a panic by the 
fire was shown by the testimony of all 
the stage hands examined today. Two 
ushers, each 16 years old, declared that 
they ran on the first alarm of fire, and 
did not return to the theater until the 
next day. The stage hands said they all 
sought safety on hearing that the place 
was on fire. 

The formal inquest into the fire will 
begin tomorrow morning. 

Four bodies of the Iroquois fire vic- 
tims still remain unidentified at the coun- 
ty morgue.

As the Coffin. Was Lowered 
Guns of Soldiers Rang Out 
in Salute 


By A. S. Hardy. 

Gainesville, Ga., January 6.—(Special.)— 
The funeral of General James Longstrest, 
which was held at I! o’clock today at 
the county court house, was the most 
impressive ceremonial ever held in 
Gainesville. Severa] thousand people gath- 
ered in and around the court hous¢, and 
when the guards threw open the coors 
to the public just preceding the svrvice, 
which occurred in the main court room 
instead of in the rotunda as originally 
ir.tended, there was a greet cfush, though 
every endeavor was made to handle the 
vast throng with every possible ease. Only 
a few minutes were consumed. in filling 
every available seat, and outside there 
appeared to be absolutely no diminution 
in the size of the crowd. 

A few moments before !2 o'clock, the 
active palibearers bore the casket up 
the stairway from the rotunda, where 
it had lain in state from 2 o'clock yes- 
terday. and placed it in position just 
in front of the judge’s rostrum. lt was 
banked in a profusion of exquisite floral 
offerings, many of which came from out- 
of-town confederate camps, other or- 
ganizations, and from personal friends, 
Across the head and foot were thrown 
a confederate and a United States flag, 
and standing near was the handsoms 
silk flag of the Candler Horse Guards. 

Reverence on All Lips. 

Gathered near were the members of 
the late general's family, including Mrs. 
Longstreet, John G., R. Lee, F. Ran- 
dolph Longstreet, Mr. and Mrs. J. Estin 
Whelchel, Mrs, lLongstreet’s mother, 
Mrs. Dortch, of Carnesville; together 
with her brothers from the same place. 
Intimate friends of tthe family were 
also given mearby seats, and on the 
right and left the general’s old com- 
radeg were seated. During the eulogy 
by Right Rev. Bishop Keiley, in which 
he was speaking of the distinguished 
leader as Lee's right hand bower, one 
old comrade could not contain. himself, 
and sorrowfully moaned, “the old war 
horse.”’ : 

If any should doubt that the people 
among whom the general lived did not 
love him and revere his memory, this 
doubt would have been dispelled today if 
they had seen the demonstration over 
his casket as the last sad rites were 
being said. Not a business house _ in 
town was open, everything in the cliy 
closing tight their doors from the be- 
ginning of the funeral until after the 
body was placed to rest in Alta Vista 
cemetery. From every quarter the people 
came and upon every Hp there was 
praise of the immortal deeds of the great 
confederate commander. 

As the bedy was. being placed in po- 
sition, Bishop Keiley, Father Schade- 
well, of Albany, and Father Gunn, of 
Sacred Heart church, Atlanta, emerged 
from the judge’s private chambers on 
the left and were escorted to a position 
in front of the casket. The burial service

a suggestion of irreverence in the thought 
which would people this hall with the 
dauntless spirits of our dead? 

“Having met defeat in an unequal 
struggle and having loyally accepted the 
| results of that sttuggie; having devoted 
| our time and scanty means to the up- 
building of our loved land; having been 
blessed by a merciful God beyond our 
dreams or deserts, we 13; aside our tasks 
today for awhile to recall the glories of 
our past and to tell of the valor of one 
who fought and bled for us. 


The foeman need not frown, 
They are all powerless now; 
We gather here and we lay them down 
And téars and prayers are the only crown 
We bring to wreathe each brow. 


“Having passed the san which provi- 
dence ordinarily allots as the term of hu- 
man life, General James Longstreet has 
answered the roll call of the great God. 


What a Page in History. 

“What a brilliant page in history is 
filled with his grand career, Born more 
than elghty years ago in the neighbor- 
ing state of South Carolina, he entered 
West Point in his sgrenteenth year and 
graduated therefrom in his twenty-first. 
He served with marked distinction in the 
Mexican war and was more than once 
complimented for his gallant conduct and 
merited and received promotion. 

“When the southern states withdnesy 
from the union by reason of attacks on 
their reserved rights which were guaran- 
teed by the constitution, and were forced 
into the war between the states. James 
Longstreet offered his services and sword 
to the cause of self-government. N@ his- 
tory of the war may be written which 
does not bear emblazoned on every pag 
the story of his deeds. Why need I re- 
count them here? Assuredly no one will 
question the gross {impropriety of dls- 
cussing incidents of the career of Long- 
street during the war which have been 
the subject of criticism by some. 

“We who knew him forty-odd years 
ago; we who shared his convictions and 
in humble ways bore a part in the good 
cause; we know what a tower of strength 
Longstreet was to the noblest knight 
who has graced tented field since the 
peerless Bayard passed from earth—Rob- 
ert KE. ‘Lee: we feel and know today that 
neither boundless praise nor _ fullest 
words of gratitude can exaggerate the 
worth of James Longstreet or pay him 
what we owe. 

“By what I deem {ts a pecullarly fortu- 
nate coincidence, we are committing his 
remains to the tomb on a day, when the 
Catholic churth commemorates the manl- 
festation of our Savior to the Gentiles in 
the persons of the wise men, who, led 
by a star, came from their distant homes 
to Bethlehem. The Bible teils us that 
they found the Chili and Mary, His 
Mother. God has sent stars which have 
‘een beacon lights ‘on our pathway 
through the world, though in their gleam- 
ing we have foolishly failed at times 
to see the guiding hand of a merciful 
Providence, Joy and sorrow, sickness and 
even death have been stars which should 
have led us nearer and nearer to God. 

Longstreet a Christian. 

“It is my duty as a priest of God to 
call your attention to the obvious lesson 
of this occasilon—the vanity of mere 
earthly greatness and the certainty of 
death and the necessity of preparation 
for it. James Jongstreet was a brave 
soldier, a gallant gentleman, but better 
still—a consistent Christian. After the 
war between the states he became a 
member of the Catholic church, and to 
his dying day remained faithful to hep 
teaching and loyal to her creed. 

“Deep down in the heart and breast of 
every man when touched by the correct- 
ing hand of God there its a longing for 
some means of communicating with 
loved ones who have been taken from 
us by death. Oh that we might reach 
them or tell them of our love or do 
something for them! , 

“In that famillar profession of faith 
which comes down to us even from the 
days of the Immediate followers of tha 
Master there is a clause which brings 
comfort to the affilcted heart of the 
sorrowing and answers the longings. of 
the grief-stricken. It is that solemn pro- 
fesNion of our belief in the communion 
of saints. 

“To the Catholic heart {t tells of a 
golden chain of intercession longer than 
the ladder of the patriarch and reaching 
from the cold dead clods of earth even 
to the great throne of God; a golden 
chain which links and binds together the 
children of God here and above; a bril- 
liant and mystic tle which binds and 
unites the blessed ones who now see God 
in heaven to us who vet labor and wait 
in this vale of tears. It lls us of their 
interest in our salvation and _ their 
prayers In our behalf. But it brings yet 
more solace and comfort to aching hearts 
when tt soothes the grief of those who 
are ir doubt as to the dead who have 
had their garments soiled with the war- 
fare of this world and have left it not 
prepared to meet that God before Whom 
scarce the angels are pure; for it tells, 
too, that even we may 2id by our prayers 
those who are yet in the communion of 
saints. 

‘The last words of mother church have 
been said for James Longstreet. Softly 
and tenderly they fall on every Christian 
ear, for the children of the church they 
have a deeper meaning. 

“May his soul rest in peace, Amen.” 

This concluded the funeral services and 
the body was bogne from the court house 
to the hearse by the active pall bearers. 
The procession then formed in the fol- 
towing order: Queen City Band, Candle: 
Horse Guards and Governor’s Horse 
Guards, honorary escort, hearse with pall- 
bearers, family and relatives, confederate 
yeterans, Daughters of the Confederacy, 
mayor and council and county officers, 
Brenau college, Children of the Confed- 
eracy, citizens and public generally. The 
procession moved up North Bradford 
street to Spring street, out Spring street 
to Grove, down Grove to West Broad, 
thence Broad to Alta Vista cemetery.

Longstreet’s Place Abolished. 
Washington, January 6.—(Speclal)-—If 
Secretary Hitchcock’s recommendations 
are followed there will be no successor to 
General Longstreet in the office of com- 
missioner of railways. ‘The office will 
cease to exist after the Ist of July and 
there will be no appointee for the unex- 
pired term. ‘The intérior department has 
for the past two years made no recom- 
meridation for the salary for the com- 
missioner,, and but for General Long- 
street’s friends in congress he would 
have received no salary. Merely because 
he was the incumbent, congress appro- 
priated $5,000 a year for the office. That 
salary expires the Ist of July and there 
fs no likelihood that Congress will make 
any further appropriation. The duties 
of the office have been practically noth- 
ing for several years, the place being a 
sinecure with no work, the duties former- 
ly devolving upon the place being absorb- 
ed by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. This commissionership of raflroads 
was formerly held by Wade Hampton 
and through sentiment has been filled 
by a vonfederate veteran.

“Liberty Hall” at St. Louis. 
It is announced by Governor Ter- 
rell that Alexander H. Stephens’ fa- 


Hall,” will be taken as the model for 
tne Georgia building to be erected 
at the Louisiana Purghase Exposi- 
tion at St. Louis. Mississippi chose 
“Beauvoir,” the historic home of Jef- 
ferson Davis, as the model for its. 
building at the St. Louis exposition. 

The idea is unique, and these two 
historic reproductions will, in them- 
selves, be among the most interesting 
exhibits of the exposition. 

The Georgia Building commission, 
of which Mr. H. V. Washington, of 
Macon; is chairman, is now engaged in 
the effort to raise $25,000 for the 
reproduction of “Liberty Hall” at St. 
Louis. It will require that amount 
to erect the building and to properly 
install its exhibits. Of this amount 
$8,000 has already ben subscribed and 
the commission, earnestly assisted by 
tne governor and by the state.com- 
mission in charge of Georgia’s exhi- 
hit at the World’s Fair, is now 
engaged in the effort to secure the 
full amount, every dollar of which 
should be pledged by the enterpris- 
ing cities and towns of Georgia, all 
of which are anxious to see our state 
properly represented at the World's 
Fair. 

Of course this building is not ex- 
pected to house the whole Georgia ex- 
hibit at St. Louis. Under the plan 
controlling exhibits, the various in- 
dustries exhibited must be entered in 
their respective classifications. Min- 
erals, for instance, will be exhibited 
in one building and manufactured 
g00ds in another. In this way the 
great variety of Georgia’s resources 
will be displayed in the several build- 
ings and departments to which they 
will be assigned. To cover the cost 
of this general exhibit the state has 
made a handsome appropriation and 
& state commission has been appointed 
for the purpose of collecting and in- 
Stalling Georgia’s showing. 

The Georgia building, however, is 
to be an independent affair in which 
will be presented in a comprehensive 
manner special exhibits of the state’s 
resources without regard to classifi- 
cation. Of special] importance, how- 
ever, will be the use of the building 
as a general headquarteis for Geor- 
gians visiting the exposition. There 
will be more than twenty-five state 
buildings on the grounds and all of 
the leading countries of the worid wil] 
be represented. 

The choice of “Liberty Hall” as the 
model for the Georgia building will 
be generally approved. “Beauvoir” 
was the home of the president of the 
confederacy, and “Liberty Hall” of the 
vice president. Both are of-historic 
importance and after the choice of the 
first that of the latter was peculiarly 
appropriate. 

By all means let Georgia do its 
duty and raise, without further delay, 
the small amount needed to provide 
the full fund required for this unique 
and entirely deserving purpose. 


Open the Library at Night. 

The Constitution heartily subscribes 
to the views of Master Mechanic Col- 
lier, elsewhere expressed in today’s 
paper, relative to opening the Carne- 
gie library at night in order that 
the wage-earners of Atlanta may have 
the privilege of refresh and im- 
proving their minds by wholesome 
reading during the only hours between 
working and sleeping when it would 
be possible for them to enjoy the 
inestimable advantages afforded the 
public by this beneficent institution. 

By all means open the Carnegie 
library .to the public at night, what- 
ever the expense the change may 
entail. 

Primarily, the object of Mr. Car- 
negie’s magnificent gift must be to 
elevate the intellects of the masses. 
The polish of already cultured brains 
is a secondary consideration to this 
one great object, and if the Carnegie 
library in Atlanta is not Glling this 
very obvious need of the men and 
women of the city who toil, its benign 
influence on the community is being 
sadly neutralized. 

As our correspondent reminds us, 
Atlanta is a workingman’s town, and 
becoming more and more so as loca! 
industries multiply Our wage-earners 
almost without exception are native 
Americans with the American love 
of book lore born in them. If their 
lives were ordered along more leisure- 
ly lines doubtless a large propor- 
tion of them would ie found touching 
intellectua] elbows with the more 
fortunate residents of Atlanta who 
enjoy the reading privileges of the 
Carnegie library at will, during the 
working hours of the day. But their 
lot forbids. Those of them who have 
a passion for reading find the great 
marable temple of knowledge ‘arken- 
ed and barred to them during the 
only hours that they are free to in- 
dulge their craving for books, and not 
afew who persist in reading, neverthe- 
less, are too prone to read literature 
that could never contaminate’ the 
shelves of a well-regulated public li- 
brary. ' 

The function of an institution of 
this kind being nothing if not dem- 
ocratic, it shouid require no news- 
paper plea to urge upon the control- 
lers of the Carnegie library in Atlanta 
their duty to see that our army of 
daily bread-winners are given their 
full rights in the premises. Better, 
say we, if for economic reasons no 
other way may ovfer, throw the. doors 
of the library open in the evening and 
keep them locked during the earlier 
hours of the day, than deny to those 
of our working population who have 
the inclination, the opportunity to en- 
joy the benefits intended for their 
enjoyment by the philanthropic found- 
er, himself once an humble wage- 
earner who bent over borrowed books 


a 


at the expense of his sleeping hours. 

The city of Atlanta, as a munici- 
pality, cannot afford to shut the 
masses out of tae Carnegie library. 
They have a right there, and the re 
gulations of the institiition should be 
such that they can go there. The 
taxpayers of the city will heartily ap- 
rrove of any appropriation by council 
intended to let the people into their 
own as indicated. 

Encourage the men and women, 
girls and boys, who toil to read whole- 
some literature and spend their scant 
leisure in a wholesome environment. 
Make them welcome to the Carnegie 
library these long winter nights. 


German Settlers in Georgia.

Volberg, regarding treatment accord- 
ed German and other immigrants in 
tne south, with the main trend of 
which The Constitution respectfully 
takes issue. 

It may be, as Mr. Volberg states, 
that German settlers and immigrants 
from other countries, have been shown 
lack of consideration and hospitality 
in sporadic instances. There can be 
no doubt, though, that the average 
Georgian is too sincerely cordia] at 
heart, and too anxious for the progress 
and development of his state, to be 
guilty of boorishness or discourtesy 
to the industrious stranger seeking a 
home within its borders. It is, in- 
deed, a notable fact that German and 
Swiss settlers direct from the father- 
land, working farms side by side with 
the typical “cracker,” have within a 
very brief time established the most 
friendly relations with the native, re- 
ceiving the benefit of his knowledge 
of local climatic and soil conditions, 
and in return initiating him into eco- 
nomical methods which _ scientific 
investiga.ion has taught them. 
Wherever the contrary condition has 
cccurred, it has been the very lonely 
exception. 

The Constitution does not know of 
a more desirable, more promising 
class of immigrants than the German. 
Invariably, he is thrifty; he abides by 
the laws, and when initiated, the con- 
ventions of his local habitation; he 
has that beautiful quality of wishing 
his children to advance further than 
he has himself, and in pursuing his 
policy, he contributes marvelously to 
the progress of those around him; his 
loyalty and his goodfcllowship are 
endjess and his energy unlimited. 
Altogether an ideal citizen, the very 
class the south needs urgently, as op- 
posed to the lower class, the violent 
erraticisms of whom are putting other 
sections of the United States face 
to face with aruuous problems. 

In the fructifying of the waste 
places and the attainment of tnat 
Homeric growth, which greater Geor- 
gia and the greater south have laid 
out as their goal ere the conclusion 
of the present decade, we need ur- 
gently the* help of just such intelll- 
gent, sturdy newcomers. Selfishness 
alone would dictate that we aid them 
in becoming successful, contented citi- 
zens, though we are certain that Geor- 
gians do not require the compulsion 


of any such motive.

Soldier, stateman, diplomat and 
old man whom Georgia and the south 
loved and revered and the entire nation 
admired and respected, General James 
Longstreet has surrendered to the mighty 
conquerer, the grim general, death, pass- 
ing away at his home at Gainesville at 
a fate hour on Saturday.

German Settlers in Georgia. 
Editor Constitution: Many southern 
Papers have recently referred, editorial- 
ly and Otherwise, to colonies of German 
settlers, locating along the lines of the 


Southern railway, in the northern part of 
the state. The Southern railway has 
been commended for its efforts in bring- 
ing such immigrants to Georgia, and we 
have read much of the fitness of these 
people to make good citizens. 

But one phase of the question has not 
been touched upon which should be con- 
sidered seriously. These settlers seem to 
be of a desirable class. honorable. ener- 
Getic and industrious, but have lived 
under conditions, climatic, social and 
political. so different from those existing 
in Georgia and the south that theirs. 
unaided, is a hard lesson to learn. and 
temporary failure and hardship will be 
their portion, and often discontent and 
regret. All of which might be avoided 
by a little kindly and@ timely assistance 
and advice. 

These settlers are strangers within out 
gates, are ignorant of many of our cus- 
toms, our habits and our system of agri- 
culture, There is as much difference 
in the soil of the two countries as there 
is in the climate, and the people, con- 
sequently, many methods of farming 
which are successful in Germany prove 
failures here, and the knowledge of this 
difference must be learned, in some way, 
before these newcomers can hope to suc- 
ceed. How shall they learn this? Shall 
we allow them to experiment and waste 
years of time and energy, or shall we 
devise some means of distributing the 
necessary information and help them to 
start aright? Surely, the latter Is the 
better plan. 

Many of the great trunk lines, desiring 
to develop the country they traverse, 
issue much illustrative and instructive 
literature, but this does not cover the 
whols ground, so the country press, par- 
ticularly in those counties where these 
people settle, should give its earnest help 
and advice. Many details arise which can 
not be covered, and then is when the help 
which can do most good must come—the 
advice of good neighbors, and that is 
often lacking. 

There is a certain class of our people 
who regard any foreigner as lawful prey, 
to be plucked as long as there is any- 
thing to pluck, until discouraged and dls- 
gusted, the foreigners go to the north 
and west, where they receive better treat- 
ment. As an instance, I will cite a colony 
of eleven families, about sixty-five people 
in all, which located in Habersham coun- 
ty some years ago. 

Through misrepresentation they were in- 
duced to buy worn-out land at prices far 
in advance of those current for the best. 
They invested in herds of Angora goats 
on sheep, and started in for truck-farm- 
ng. 

The land was poor, but a scant harvest 
was gathered; the sheep and goats were 
destroyed by numberless savage dogs that 
infested the mountains, and the produce 
Were so expensive there was no profit re- 
maining. 

They had discussed their plans freely 
With those of whom they bought their 
land, and others, but not a word of 
warning was given, on the contrary, in 
their desire to dispose of their worn-out 
fields, the natives gave much mislead- 
ing information, and the inevitable re- 
sulted. Two or three families moved to 
Atlanta, where the men could go to 
work; six families, who had money 
enough, went north: and only two re- 
mained, who, after years of hardship. 
finally prospered, while thé original own- 
ers bought most of that land back at 
th own figures. 

Now @®o Illustrate one instance of the 
waste that 8o often occurs when German 
methods and ideas are applied to our 
Southern farms. The Irish potato in Ger- 
many is the most important food crop, 
appearing on the table at almost every 
meal. Often, with the farming classes. 
potatoes, with clabber or milk, constitute 
the whote meal. Their pork and beef 
are potago-fed just as Ours are corn-fed. 
thus showing their absolute dependence 
on the potato crop. Planted in April or 
May, and harvested in October, they are 
stored in the large cellars, which can 
be found under every farm house, and 
from this store man and beast derive the 
greater part of their sustenance during 
the long winter. But how would this 
plan work here? 

GeOrgia’s early seasons compel early 
planting, and June, instead of October, 
is harvesting time for the potato, and if 
the uninitiated German stores them as 
has been his custom, before many months 
he will find that his valuable crop is ap 
ill-smelling mass of rot. Had he been 
properly instructed he would haye known 
that early crops should be marketed, and 
late crops properly stored to suit our 
climate, in dry air bins, instead of cel- 
lars. 

The summers of Germany are much 
shorter than ours, and fruit trees, vines 
and berries must be planted in the sun- 
niest spote, and shielded from the north- 
ern winds, whereas, in Georgia we must 
reverse this order, and often protect them 
from too much sun. 

The German will import many varietics 
of shrubs and vines, often at a great 
expense, Only to find them hopeless fall- 
ures here, while equally good home va- 
rieties would have been a success. Many 
such instances could be quoted. 

From a moral and educational stand- 
point the German farmer is not below 
the same class here or in any other 
country, but his social Hfe differs from 
our sOuthern in many respects. 

Dr. Parkhurst, the noted reformer of 
New York, after a prolonged tour through 
Germany, in discussing the German Sur- 
days, their music and dancing, and their 
social glass of beer, remarked that their 
“ge muethiichkelt’ was something the 
native American uld neither under- 
atand nor appreciate, and Instead of 
condemning, commented very favorably 
on the same. 

But the southern idea Of Sunday is 
vastly different, and when this “ge 
muettL.liche’’ German introduces his Ger- 
man customs, he must invariably offend 
and shock his southern nenghbors. He 
does this quite innocently, through igno- 
rance. He offends, is condemned and of- 
ton shunned, without Knowing why. He, 
in turn, accuses his neighbors of narrow 
mindedness, thereby precluding any 
ehance of that neighborly Intercourse 
which should exist. Let us show him 
some consideration. 

One of the German’s most pronouncen 
characteristics is his adaptability, and if 
we take him up in a kindly spirit and 
extend to him those social courtesies 
which he has a right to expect, it will 
not be long before he will ‘‘adapt’’ him-

The appropriation for reward purposes 
for the year 1904 was $2,000, and of this 
$800 has already been paid out and 
claims have been filed for $450 more, 
making a total paid and claimed of 
$1,250. A number of payments made 
thus far were brought over from last 
year, the appropriation not being large 
enough to meet the demands upon it. 

These rewards are not paid unless the 
criminal is convicted, and ag the convict 
usually gets a penitentiary sentence he 
la hired out and in less than a year 
more than pays for the reward for his 
capture. On this account, ‘the state los- 
ing no money by the transaction, ome 
legislators think the governor should be 
allowed to draw on the prison fund for 
all rewaQis, not being limited to a small 
appropriation. 


Tax money from all over the state of 
Georgia has been pouring into the office 
of State Treasurer Park at the rate of 
about $100,000 a day since January |. 
When the treasury closed yesterday af- 
ternoon a little more than $400,C00 had 
been received since the new year’s with 
one Sunday intervening. It is expected 
that $1,000,000 or more will come into 
the treasury during the first ten days of 
January. 

Only one more school book contract re- 
mains to be signed by .the governor and 
that is the contract with the University 
Publishing Company, of New York, 
Which publishes Lawton B. Evans’ His- 
tory of Georgia. There are still about 
ten days left in which this contract may 
be presented for signature. There were 
fourteen contracts in all, thirteen having 
been signed.

the period of his chairmanship and his 
administration has been marked by 
numerous public improvements.

The board voted a raise in several sal- 
aries, as follows: Superintendent Don- 
aldson, from $200 to $225 per month; the 
salaries of Chief Turner and the twelve 
county policemen were each increased $5 
per month, and the salary of Engineer 
Howard was raised $8 per month. The 
commissioners also determined to abolish 
the position of engineer at the court 
house on May |.

A Very Close Call. 


“I stuck to my engine, although every 
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In “The Annual Financial and Com- 
mercial Review,” published by The New 
York Herald on January 2 and dealing 
with the business conditions of the 


country at large, there is a lengthy in- 


terview from R. F. Maddox, president of 
the Atlanta chamber of commerce. The 
interview tells of the general prosperity 
now enjoyed by Atlanta and vicinity and 
a picture of Mr. Maddox accompanies 
the article. 

Mr. Maddox is quoted as follows: 

‘The south today is fairly throbbing 
with new energy; labur is satisfled and 
her people are in better financial condi- 
tion than at the close of any year éince 
the civil war. With two successive 
crops of high priced cotton, with the best 
corn crop raised in several years, many 
mortgages have een lifted from her 
farms, and the possession of a better 
implement of agriculture and better live 
stock proclaims the coming independence 
of her yeomanry. 

“New manufacturing plants are. Dting 
started for the conversion of her limit- 
less raw mraterial, and her timber, iron 
and coal interests are being rapidly de- 
veloped. In southern cities new life is 
geen universally throughout this section. 
The city building inspector's books show 
that in Atlanta alone during this year 
there will be erected a thousand new 
homes and this city has just sold locally 
$400,000 4 per cent bonds above par. 

“The rapid increase of the small coun- 
try nks throughout the south has en- 
abled the farmer and small merchant to 
buy their goods on a cash basif, and has 
supplied ample funds for the gradual 
Marketing of the cotton crop, which. 
means much to the south. The clearings 
of the city banks are increasing, and 
while there has been a good demand for 
trroney the funds of the banks are only 
loaned for the legitimate purposes of 
development and to meet the growing 
industrial progress of this section, and 


writings. 

“The present crop of cotton, it is esti- 
mated, will bring to the south $630,000,- 
000, or nearly $150,000,000 more than 
last year, and her cotton seed will bring 
an additional $50,000,000. In 1880 there 
were but two cotton oil mills in Georgia; 
now there are 126. The south this year 
will spin more cotton than New England 
and the number of her mills is steadily 
increasing. 

“The recent depression in the east has 
only been felt here indirectly, for the rea- 
son that the people of this section have 
found safe and remunerative investments 
at home, and but few have been interest- 
ed in securities listed on the New York 
stock exchange. 

“Taking the situation altogether, the 
outlook for the south is bright. While 
times are propitious here, yet owing to 
the unsettled conditions in other parts 
of the country, and in the face of the 
approaching presidential election, con- 
servatism in all lines of business should 
be observed; but as the south has stead- 
ily progressed without the evil influence 
of boom time, I believe that she will 
meet the new Year satisfied with her 
present condition and confident of her 
continued prosperity.”

Mrs. Frances Owen was the lady who 
lost her life in the great conflagration 
at the i[roquois theater, she and her 
daughter, Miss Amy Owen, being among 
‘those caught in the mad rush from the 
burning building. 

Both Mrs. Owen and Miss Owen visit- 
ed Atlanta a few years ago during the 
meeting here of the international con- 
vention of pross clubs and by their at- 
tractive manners and pleasing personali- 
tles they made many friends in this city 
who will learn with deep regret their 
tragic fate. 

Mrs. Levering, the writer of the letter 
printed below, was Miss Bessie DeBelle, 
of Mobile. She went to Chicago several 
years ago and after studying law and 
entering upon the practice of her pro- 
fession married her partner and con- 
tinued the practice jointly with him. 
Mrs. Owen was the author of the Frances 
Owen cook book, one of the most suc- 
cessful publications of the kind Issued in 
this country. 

This is a brief extract of Mrs. Lever- 


.ing’s letter to Mrs. Wylie: 


“I do net know whether lists have ap- 
peared in the Atlanta papers or not in 
the fire news. Dear Mrs. Owen and her 
daughter, Amy, who was with her down 
south, perished in the fire.

Mrs. Foity took these two girls, some of 
her nieces and Several other Birls to the 
theater to celebrate her ‘fortieth anni- 
versary. The nieces, Helen and Alice, 
and she, all perished. It is so terrible, 
so Horrible, so frightful that one cannot 
read the details in the rapers. One feels 
as though they would go mad if they 
thought of it too much.”

Dr. Smith, of Yale, Inspects 
Gold Fields of the 
State. 


Gainesville, Ga., January 6.—(Special.) 
Dr. Herbert EB. Smith, dean of the medi- 
cal school of Yale college, has been in 
this city for several days past. He was 


geen at the Arlington hotel by a represen-

tative of The Constitution and talked 
very interestingly about his visit. 

Dr. Smith is a distinguished geolo- 
gist and mineralogist and his chief oc- 
cupation during his vacations is the ex- 
amination of mines. He has. examined 


| all the principal mining districts of the 


country and the object of this visit was 
the examination of the Georgia gold 
fleld. 

It was his first visit to this district, 
and he spent some time in a reconnois- 
sance of the field, devoting most of his 
time to exaMining and sampling: the in- 
teresting saprolite and vein formations 
found in the Josephine mine, near Au- 
raria, now being operated by the Eto- 
wah Gold Mining and Milling Company 
of which former Governor Candler 
president. 

The doctor was greatly impressed with 
the, field and said that he considered the 
possibilities of Georgia gold mining far 
greater than those of any field he had 
ever Seen. He considers the immense 
low grade deposits of saprolite ores the 
principal source of wealth in the dis- 
trict, and with proper development pre- 
dicts that the Georgia field will soon re- 
sume its old-time position as the lead- 
ing gold producer on the American con- 
tinent. 

The doctor regretted that his time had 
been too limited to péFmit of a more ex- 
teasive examination, but he said that 
even his limited examination had cone 
vinced him that the district has larger 
deposits of such ore than he had ever 
seen before.

TECH TRUSTEES 
WELL PLEASED 


Will Establish Department 
of Modern Languages in 
June. 


Scvhool of Technology met last afternoon 
at the president's office and heard the 
annual reports from the various depart- 
menis of the institution. Embodied in 
President Evall's report was a report from 
the following departments: Chemistry, 
mechanical engineering, electrical engin- 
eering, civil engineering, textile engineer- 
ing and experimental engineering. Then 
papers were prepared by the heads or the 
various departments and gave an exten- 
sive review of the work of the past year 
and the needs of the future. 

The board unanimously decided to ¢s- 
tablish the department of modern lan- 
guages in June, to include German and 
French. The salary attached to this dc- 
partment will be $1,200. The need of this 
department, according to the trustees, 
has become inperative in order for the 
Tech to keep pace with other moderu 
technical schools. The board has under 
eensideration the advisability of introduc- 
ing Spanish and this new feature will 
doubtless he added, 

An important feature was the neo 
shown by all reports, of more room and 
equipment on account of the increase of 
attendance. This increase was a source 
of gratification to the trustees and one 
ox them announced that with an appro- 
priation of $100,000 from the state the 
Tech would soon havé an enrollment of 
2.500 students and become the equal 
of the Boston Tech. 

The meeting was entirely harmonious 
and was in the nature of a love feast. 
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A strong effort is to be made, it is 
said by well-informed insurance peopie, 
to prevent the excessive Christmas de- 
corations in stores, churches, theaters 
and other public places hereafter. Nearly

Within 
a short iime it is predicted that no com- 
pany will. permit its policy holders to 
rig up their homes and places of busincss 
in a manner that is dangerous to life and 
propeTty, unless those desiring to so 
risk their property are willing to pay a 
premium in proportion.

“When Knighthood Was in Flower” 
Was the attraction at the Grand last 
Night. Miss Roselle Knott appeared in 
the leading role, that of Mary Tudor, 
first princess of the realm. The play 
follows too closely the well known ro- 
Mance by Charles Major to need any ax- 
Planation as to plot. In the part of the 
impetuous, passionate, high-tempered, 
loving, fearless Mary, Miss Knott worked 
80 earnestly that she deserves only praise 
for her efforts.

GREEN ROBERTS 


MEETS DEATH 


Pioneer Citizen. Died Yes- 
terday Afternoon at 
is Home. 


Green Berry Roberts, a pioneer citizen 
of Atlanta, who was in the city when 
Sherman shelled it, died yesterday after- 
noon at 1:30 o’clock at his residence, 234 
Whitehall street, after an iliness of six 
weeks. 

His death was the result of asthma, 
combined with grip, old age, and kidney 
trouble incident to ola age. Ever since 
the beginning of his illness he has been 
gradually sinking, but his condition was 
not considered critical until about three 
weeks ago. One week later it was seen 
tha? death was only a matter of time, 
though he lingered on for two more 
weeks. 

Mr. Roberts was one of the oldest 
citizens in Atlanta, and was well known 
and liked by all thesmen who lived in the 
city in tts earliest days. He counted his 
friends among the most prominent men 
of Atlanta, and his death will be mourn- 
ed all over the city. 

He was the son of Thena Allen, who 
was related to Ethan; and Ira Allen, of 
revolutionary fame, and of Lindsay Rob- 
erts, and was born in 1828, on August 30, 
in Putnam county. He had one brother, 
While yet 2 boy his family moved to 
DeKalb county, living there some time. 
Several years later he removed to Henry 
county while a young man, and shortly 
afterwards left Georgia for Arkansas. 
where he resided for a few years. On his 
return to Georgia he married Miss Lu- 
cinda Rountree, of Clayton county, by 
whom he had three children, Miss Maytha 
P. Roberts, Marion L, Roberts and Mrs. 
John B. Roberts, all of whom survive 
him. After the death of his wife, he 


married, in 1881, Mrs. Lizzie Hoskins, of: 


Red Clay, Ga., who died in 1883. His 
third wife was Miss Nettie Hammond, 
who with her young daughter, Miss Liz- 
zie Green Roberts, survive him. 

In the late forties and the early fifties 
he engaged in farming, but finally tiring 
of this occupation, he sold out his farm 
and, moving to Atlanta about 1857, in- 
vested his savings in Atlanta real estate. 

A Prisoner of War. 

He obtained a position with the Macon 
and Western railroad, now the Central, 
afterwards resigning this position in or- 
der to accept one with the Southern 
Express Company. When the war began 
he was conscripted, but was detailed to 
continue his work in the express office, 
as the confederate government needed the 
assistance of the company. When Sher- 
man shelled Atlanta he was still in the 
city, living in the very house in which 
he died, and when the federal forces en- 
tered the city he. wag the only man re- 
maining in the office. Owing to his con- 
nection with the confederacy, he was ar- 
rested and sent th by the federal 
commander. He secti@@ letters while in 
Atlanta from friends ‘1%. the express 
office to prominent people “s.» Louisville, 
and through the aid of these letters was 
able to secure his release from imprison- 
ment. The same friends in Louisville se- 
cured him a position with a railroad in 
this city, and here he remained until the 
War was over and peace declared. Short- 
ly after the conclusion of the civil war 
he came back to the city and resumed 
his position. with the Southern Express 
Company, where he remained until about 
1887, at which time he retired from ac- 
tive life, devoting his time to his personal 
interests. 

He was in comfortable circumstances 
at the time of his death. Ho was a half 
brother of Captain William <A. Fuller. 
The funeral services will be conducted at 
the residence, 234 Whitehall] street, on 
Friday~ morning at 10 o'clock, and the 
interment will be in Oakland.

Leonard, 
the prominent young business man of this 
city, is being mentioned for the position, 
and ‘has a good chance ge receive the ap- 
pointment. His friends are working ac- 
tively in his behalf.
